THE CHINA MATL. 


Fox somo apparently unaccountable reason 
the vicinity of Aberdeen village has been 
fatal to many of our Police Force ; and 
notwlthitanding that some pains have boon 
takea to provide good accommodation for 
the Police stationed thero, the anhealthiness 
of the placs has but too frequently beon 
forced upon the authoritles, It is now, we 
learn, the intention of the Goverment to 
build @ now Police Station on the little 
island of Ap-l:-chow, which forma the 
southern sile of the Harbour. If proper 
oare be taken to secure ths most favourable 
sanitary conditions of the now site, it is 
hoped that great improvement will result 
from this change, 


We ought to have sarllor congratulated the 
Governmont upon the resolution, at last, 
to provide some decant-luoking landing- 
places on the Praya, That dilapidated and 
dangerous heap of rubble which has so long 
gtacctl tho former site of Pustan’s Wharf is 
now belng desit with; and tho landing- 
place that should have been erected there 
has vow beenScommenced, This is as it 
should be, and the maxim “ Better late 
than never” must bs taken to apply. We 
sro also informed that ring-bolts are to be 
fixed In the Praya Wall, for the convenience 
of boats lying alongside. If thia be s0, 
there will then bo some prospect of the 
Bon-wall extatlng longer than it otherwise 
would, as the boat-psople will not then 
have any excuse for picking {t to places 
with pega on which to hang thoir mooring 
lines, 


A oase came before Mr Justice Snowden 
this morning, in which a chair-coolle sued 
for wages, for the month of August, from 
MrA, B, Johnson, The defence to the suit, 
was that tho coolie had disobeyed the orders 
of his master, whon told to go down from 
the Peak to get a chair from Mr Johnson's 
house in town. In giving judgment for the 
defendant, thelearnod Jadge wisely remark- 
ed that now-a-days [t wasa difficult matter 
to get chalr-coolies to do evenordinary work, 
as compared to former yoars; the chair- 
coolies to question appesred to have had 
vory light work ; and Als Honour consider- 
ed they had acted unqlscly in forfeiting 
their placer, and recommended them to tell 
thelr fellow-coolies that they could not 
disobey tholr master’s orders in refusing 
the work whfch they aro naturally and fair- 
ly expected to do, 


Evervsopy in Hongkong will be glad to

Tu departure of the French mail yesterday 
(20th) and the United States mail to-day, 
together with the arrival of the clity of 
Peking at an early hour this morning, must, 
aaye tho Japan Gazette, have pressed the 
postal officials to the fullest oxtont of their 
powers. Curiosity lod us to inquire how the 
work was done, for since the Engliah and 
French post offices havo been discontinued, 
the whole of the foreign mail work has de- 
volved upon the reduced staff of the Ja- 
panese general post office, We were courte- 
ously informed that a prossuro of work, as 
in this instance, necessitates the almost con- 
tinuous attendance of the officials ; poshiog 
our inguiries further, wo found that the 
postal staff assembled at 5 a.m. on Thuraday 
for tho expected receipt and delivery of the 
mails from Shanghai and the coast ports. 
The steamor was, however, delayed, and did 
not arrive at the customary hour, but the 
staff was kept in waiting. “From that hour 
to 9 am. to-day, the post office has been ia 
full work. Thursday was devoted to the 
outgoing French mail, with a respite from 
about midnight to 5 a.m, on Friday, when 
the mails had to be olosed in time for the 
steamer’s departure ot 9 a.m. Friday was, 
of course, American mail day, and a busy 
one, and at midnight thore was a recess for 
two hours, work boing resumed at 2 a.m, 
for tho delivery of a heavy inward mail per 
City of Peking, which, with lesa onergotic 
officials, woute have been postponed until 
after the departure of the outgoing steamer.

We have not spaco to follow ‘* Uja- 
koff” in his remarks on tha strategical 
superiority possessed by Russia over the 
Chinese in Central Asin; but, if bis informa~ 
tion be correct—and, candour compels us to 
admit that he simply echoes ia a vigorous 
form what Russian intelligence from Asia 
hes asserted ell slong—Kaufmann would 
have ‘no difficulty whatever in conquering

Daring the:ifternoon 
the ebip had been dragging omile oon- 
siderably and we had to get the eoyines to 
work to take strain of the cables, Hopt. lst 
9.30 a.m. hove in both anchora and teamed 
farther in. At 10.30 anchored with the 
port anchor in 2} fathoms of watur, At 5 
P-m. the gale had moderated, and. re pro- 
ceeded on our voyage.
